Since my arriTal in Kentucky, I have 
been requested by friauds to giva my 
opinion raapaetiBg the institution of slavery 
la tlvis State, and the prospact of its main- 
tenance within our bordar.?. 1 do not see 
how any on" cut h. fM to perpetuate slavery 
with freedom all around us. If the Federal 
arms aae eventually triumphant and the 
l uion maintained, as I do not doubt they 
will be, the principles of tho emancipation 
proclatnat ion will be the controlling element 
in tne reconstruction of the Union; for our 
tiovernment will n«vor consent to a restora- 
tion afpoaei with slavery remaining in 
any of tne revolted States; audit ought not 
to do so, inasmuch as that was the chief 
cause of the war, aud a source of perpetual 
disturbance between the North and South. 
If, on the other hand, the Confederacy 
should maintain its independence, and 
Kentucky shouid remain either with the 
North or the South, there would not in any 
event be any guarantee either by treaty or 
otherwise for tho protection of slavery. The 
truth is the sentiment of tho civilized 
world, is against slavery; and the best evi- 
dence we hitve of the fact is that after more 
than three joara hard lighting, in which the 
South has exhibited a tfegree of fortitude 
and heioism unparalleled in the history of 
tho world, not « single nation has come 
forward to recognize its independence. If 
slavery had not been a part of her social 
system, no one can doubt that foreigri in- 
tervention would long since have taken 
place. As it is, they are left .entirely to 
their awn resources; and from all the indi- 
cations we have of the intentions of foreign 
powers, there is no reasonable ground to 
believe they will erer receive assistance, or

I>osed a system of gradual emancipation in 
is4i/, which, if it had been adopted, would 
have placed Kentucky in an enviable posi- 
tion. It was rejected, however, and we now 
see the folly of failing to heed tha counsels 
j of that «reat and good maw. The proposi- 
1 tion of Mr. Lincoln offering compensation 
! to slaveholders, upon the adoption of a sys- 
' tern of emancipation in Kentucky, was also, 
in my humble opinion, unwisely rejected. 
There are many controlling reasons why the 
people ought to endeavor to get rid of slave- 
ry, among which are the following : 
*1. Free labor has ever shown itself to be 
cheaper and more profitable than slave 
labor. 

2. Kducated is superior to that of unedu- 
cated labor, just in the proportion that in- 
telligence is able to accomplish more thau 
Ignorance. 

3. In slave labor there is both capital and 
risk; in free labor, neither. 

4. Disabled or superanusted slave labor 
becomes a direct charge upon the master or 
eirtployor; free labor of that description 
only partially so under any circumstances. 

5. Slavery is an obstacle to ths progress 
of the white man, and every one who loves 
his own better than the black race ought te 
desire its removal. 

If the negro is set free and desires to re- 
main in our midst, his labor will be more 
' valuable because it will be voluntary. If 
! our sons and daughters were educated to 
■ work and taught to regard labor as honor- 
I able, they would be healthier, happier and 
wiser. I do not propose to discuss "veated 
rights," or "constitutional guaranties," but 
to speak plainly of events that have crowd- 
ed themselves," however unwillingly, upon 
j us. It is manifest that the vitality of the 
institution is rapidly passing away; and It 
behooves us to make the most we can of it. 
Let none be deceived with tha belief that it

The bituminous eoal 
areas of the I'nited States, whlob are sup- 
posed to contain more or less petroleum, 
are estimated to cover upward >f 62,800 
square miles. It is thought probable that 
the soliferous strata of our Western c un- 
try may be generally found to yield this 
valuable mineral product, and some sup- 
pose that Missouri will ultimately I g KSOVfN 
tained to be among*the Stales most abun- 
dantly supplied with It. 

The importance of pretroleum is not lim- 
ited to its value as au item of trade, off in 
its use aa a means of cheap and safe illu- 
mination. Practical chemistry is sonstant- 
ly adding to the number and variety of uses 
to which its ingredients can be employed 
in the arts. Somo of its products an- aoV 
mirably suited to purposes of lubrication. 
Others are employed In producing new and 
beautiful dyes, aiid yet otners have been 
used to some extent aa flavoring material. 
Of the grossor ingredients, some are highly 
valuable as fertilizers, some are used iu the 
composition of water-proof cement s roof- 
lag, varnish, Ac, and some have been 
found to subserve a desirable purpose as 
fuel. All in all it is very manifest thai pe- 
troleum is destined to exercise a deciued 
influence upon the business of the country 
and the world, and whatever locality proves 
fo fortunate as to be its possessor, will 
have an important element of mate- 
rial prosperity. 

Twenty new petroleum companies, rep- 
resenting an aggregate capital of twelve 
millions of dollars, sprang into existence 
in New York last week.

Piatt 111 refugees from the desolate re- 
gions of rebeldom have been arriving in 
this citv in a more or less constant at* -am 
of i in migration «ver since the war began 
to advance upon rebel territory. During 
the past summer and autumn the number 
of Phaae arrivals has been enormously large 
and the destitution amongst these people so 
pitiful and extieme as to be painful to look 
upou. 

Some of the most eminently benevolent, 
true, loyal and excellent people of our city 
who have themselves been giving from the 
first to these drooping and ragged sufferers, 
at length formed a "Commission for the 
Rebel of Refugees," ' as the necessity for 
systematic, solid aud constant work 
developed itself. In thai silent way 
which accords with the spirit of the injunc- 
tion to not let the "left baud know what 
the right hand doeth,"' this Commission has 
done and is doing an extensive, noble ajaf, 
benefh ent work. Thpy have obtain..'! from 
the Government authority s the grant of 
rations, quarters for temporary shelter, and 
transportation toany point distant one hun- 
dred miles or 1 ss. To this they add from 
their own bounty and the stores or their 
collection wearing apparel [aaj indefinite 
quantity of which is fa constant itaauai 
and all manner of needful assistance. 

The amount of s.ejf-sacrihewig labor p r- 
formed by this Conimi-uioii. the uninter- 
rupted aarnaat of bounty Mowing from the 
hands of its aaanbaca, tiie p -rfect system 
and busiuess-like manageu.'eni in itsatl'airs, 
render it altogether one of the aaoH admi- 
rable charity organlzatioiis that bM grown 
out of the miseries of Hm war. Rut it is 
not ■ enlotry upon this Commission that we 

1 desire to indite just now. The point we are 

I after is as follows: 

A fair in behalf of refugees is in pa n a c eas, 
in the city. It i* uot under the auspices of 
the < ommi-sion, nor arethe funds that may 
be realized from it to b - ttansf. rrod to their 
treasury, or be under their control. 

Rut we 
have received many complaints within the

( the obje. ts of the fair, and of the particular 
class of jiersuns who are to receive |tfl baatn 
efits. The fair j>cr sc we do not object to,

We think the managers of the I'airowo it 
to their loyr.l l ontribuiors as will as them- 
selves to let the public know pr-ciscly aahsl 
thry intend to do with their monejt. If it is 
realy going to the battalions of squalor 
daily arriving here, aud is to be judicious- 
ly distributed, we shall waste no curii.sity 
iu searching for the rabcf matrt pa the hand 
that administers it.

indignation. We hope these rumors are 
w ell founded. Rut we distrust them never- 
rhnlnaaj. Ami true or false, the treatment 
of oar priaoaaBra by rebel authorities is an 
atrocity of sufficient gravity and extent to 
justify Congressional notice of it in some 
shape. The rebels must be made to aban- 
don the practice and renounce the purposo 
of Inflicting such treatment. It is desirable, 
not only to rescue present sufferers, but to 
laraataU future suffering of the same kind 
All the objections we have seen to retal- 
iatory measures which did not obviously 
proceed from rebel sympathy, are based 
upou the altogether gratuitous assumption 
that such measures necessarily include a 
cruelty commensurate with that which they 
are intended to prevent. And that they are 
also animated w ith the unchristian senti- 
ment of revenge. Neither of these points 
appaaur to us TailCj We certainly should 
object to a deliberate course of starvation 
and freezing applied to rebel prisoners as 
an offset for the like treatment applied to 
our poor fellows. Rut the means are in our 
hands for indicting hardships and humilia- 
tions thatwill ht'.ve no element of malig- 
nity in them, or of peril to life and health, 
and which will bo more promptly and 
keenly felt at Richmond than any cruelly 
our people or authorities could be induced 
to tnfUat or sanction upon the rank and tile 
of the rebel army. We have in short be- 
tween twoand three thousand rebel ollicers. 
Twenty-one of these are Generals. 

Suppose we put these latter to hard labor 
wiii. ■ colored una id to see that they do 
t'.ieir aj>|»oiiited tasks. A kn.-jst nny meas- 
ure that would cut the prideof these ollicers 
or subject them to serious annoyain' I of 
any kind would be speedily recognized at 
Richmond ii* an evil to be remedied. And 
the Richmond authorities v ouid know in 
the meantime exactly what to do to effect 
the remedy. The objection that such 
measures w ould only result in counter-re- 
taliation is impertinent until the crperun, nt 
is tried. 

The re taliation for gro->s oifenses against 
the usages of civiliz d warfare, whtflh has 
boon applied on several occasions in the 
course of the war has been uniformly suc- 
cessful. And yet there has always been 
somebody at u*nd to make the uncotn- 
f. rtab'.e prediction that all such efforts 
would but make matters worse. 

Our enemies are a good deal possessed 
w ith the Uevil but not with idiocy. They 
are capable of drawing an inference aud 
of appreciating the etl'ect upon their cause 
which would be likely to llow from coun- 
ter-retaliation provided the spirit on our 
part was resolute and unflinching. Our 
Government needs to take a new and a 
more imperious attitudo on this subject, 
bajcdly iu | j t j s certainly not doing its full duty to its 
} I captured defenders, so loug as it is doing 
nothing t<> protest their rights as captives. 

The dread of capture is to-day a most for- 
midable obstacle to enlistments ia the ser- 
vice. And men are juslihed in the reluc- 
tance that springs from such dread. We 
have talked with BMMSy brave men in the 
army w ho say that oftentimes iu the midst 
01 battle a aaddsa thought of Andersonville 
or Libbv hM brought on a shudder which 
the spectacle of carnage and tury, and the 
chance of instant death any moment could 
not produce. Cnpture under such condi- 
tions js moro to be dreaded than suddeu 
death by all the diflhrOBOO between months 
of dying agony and a single moment of the 
same.
